MIDNIGHT DISPATCHES. 


Address to the People of the United 
States. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 23.—The citizens 
of Louisiana have perceived with satis- 
faction that the people of her sister 
States are not unconcerned spectators 
of the cvents now transpiring within 
her jimits, and of which it is probable 
no parallel can be fourd in the history 
of this or any other country. As these 
events were entirely broughs about by 
the ayency of officers, civil and inilita- 
ry, of the general Government, the cit- 
izens ot Louisiana, not doubting that 
the action of the Executive, at least in 
regard to them, was the result of a mis- 
apprehension of the facts, determined 
to adopt prompt measures for the cor- 
rection of tthe error, At a meeting 
held for that purpose, representing, we 
may safely say, a large preponderance 
of the moral worth, inteiligence and 
wealth of the city, a Committee of one 
hundred gentlemen was appointed 
with instruction to procced immediate- 
ly to Washington to lay the facts before 
the several departinents of the govern- 
ment, and to solicit their aid in repaias- 
log the yross wrongs which had been 
done, and in restoring to the peopie the 
the right of self-government has 
been wrested from them by the most 
patent usurpation, The undersien form 
a part of that committee. 

On" our arrival here we found 
much misapprebension cxisting, even 
umong those whe are usually well in- 
formed, in regard to the o¢igin and his- 
tory of these disturbances, but we 
determined to publish a brief narrative 
of the facts. 

The parties engaged in these pro 
ceedings are aware that ii the tuets 
were properly understood they would 
ndmit of no defense now seek to con- 
ceal the question at issue, aud to treat a 
conspiracy to overthrew the government 
of the State as a mere stragyle for polit 
ical ascendancy between Governor War- 
moth and Mr. Kellogg, They allese 
that the former was endeavoring by 
some trickery and legerdemamn to cheat 
the latter out of his cleetion, and that 
the object of their proccedings was 
simply to frustrate this aticmpt. 

They have sedulously sought to pro- 
duce the impression upon the public 
mind that this committee was composed 
of mere abesand agents of Governor 
Warmoth. We repel their insinuation 
as utterly false and unwarranted. We 
are not the representatives of uny per- 
sonal or party interest whatever. Gov, 
Warmoth was neta candidate for any 
oflice ont the recent election, nor 
have we or indirectly had any 
connection or altiiation with him so far 
us his pa teareer is concerned, There 
are few, if any, members of  tiis com- 
mittee, who have not been among his

most pronounced opponents, while in 
these measures ef hisadminisiration for 
which he has been most loudly 
denounced, he had tor his advisers, as- 
sociates and co-adjutors the very men 
who now assail him,inciuding, especial- 
ly, Pinchback, Antonine and numerous 
others whose names figure most con- 
spicously in these proceedings, 
Inreply to the other lasinuations, in- 
dicated nbove, we declare that we are 
Hho parties to, have knowledse 
ol, any political trickery intended to de- 
feat the true voice of the people; thar 
wede not believe any such thing ; that 
we would not be here uniess we contd 
proclaim conscicntionsly our convic- 


tion that the men whe have been fois-_ 


ted into the offices of the State have 
been not merely irregular and unlawfully 
installed, but were not elected by the

First. There was a geneaal election 
held in Lowsiana on the fourth day of 
November last for the election of Goy- 
ernor, Licutenant Governor, 
bers of the General Assembly and other 
Stute und Federal officers. At this

election William Pitt Kellogg, a mem. 
ber of the Senate of United States, and 


Shreveport, were candidates for the of- 
tices of Governor and Lieutenant Gov- 
einor, and wercf{ opposed by John Me- 
Enry and Davidson B. Penn, The 
present Governor, Warmoth, was nota 
candidate for re cleetion. 

Sceond. This clection was condacted 
without riot, disturba:ce or violence, 
and the number of votes cast was un- 
usually large. The returns of the elee- 
tion were made to the Board appointed 
for the purpose. This Board was 
composed, under the law of the govern- 
ment of Governor Warmoth, the Lieu- 
tenant, Governor, the Secretary of State 
and two other persons named in the 
law, viz: John Lynch and Thos. C. 
Anderson, The office of Secretary of 
State was filled at the time by F. J. 
Herron, who had been appointed by 
Gov. Warmoth to fill the vacancy cansed 
by the renoval, several months before, 
of Geo, E. Bovee ; the legality of which 
removal and appointment was then in 
contest before the State Courts. The 
Board met, and it was resolved that 
Anderson and Pinchback were disquali- 
lied by reason of their being candidates 
for office. Warmoth then removed 
Herron, whom he had appointed, from 
the office of Sccretary of State as a 
defaulter, and appointed and commis- 
sioned Wharton in his stead. We have 
no reason to believe that the action of 
Governor Warmoth, in the removal of 
Herron, was based upon a desire to 
commit frauds, for under the returns 
there was no necessity for fraud. [t was 
prompted by his discovery of a plot 
between Herron and Lynch to falsify the 
returns and deteat the will of the people, 

This is manifest trom the facts devel- 
oped in the evidence before the Court, 
that Herron, anticipaiing the thwarting 
of his scheme, had several days before 
ordered a duplicate ot the seal of the 
State to be engraved, by which means 
he hoped to preserve the insignia of the 
oflice in the event of his removal by the 


Governor. Omnitting further details, 
Warmoth and Wharton on the one 


hand assuming to be a majority of the 
Board, and in the presence ot Lynch, 
proceeded to elect Hatch and Dupont 
to fill the vacancies cansed by the with- 
drawal of Vinehback and Anderson, 
while Lynch and Herron afterwards 
assembled, and uncer the same assump. 
tion, elected Longstreet and Hawkins. 
Thus there came to be two Boards, each 
claiming to be the Returning Board. 
One presided over by Gov. Warmoth, 
the high Execeutive ollicer of the State, 
and under the law the presiding officer 
of the Board which had possession of 
all the election returns and everything 
necessary to ascertain the result, while 
the other consisted of Lynch, the re- 
moved Secretary of State, Herron and 
their two appointecs, 

Alter these proceeding the State Su- 
preme Court decided that the removal 
Bovee and the original appointment of 
IIerron were illegal, and Bovee was 
reinstated in his ofiice. Whatever may 
be sail of these contesting boards, it 1s 
clear that the Courts of the United 
States had no semblance of authority to 
decide between their conflicting claims 
to office. 

Third, Atter it had become probable 
that the two candidates, William Pitt 
Kellogg and C. C. Antoine, had been 
defeated and that their opponenis would 
be declared elected, they respectively 
tiled bills in the Ciscuit Court of the 
United S:ates, tor the District of Louis. 
jana, for an injunction and for relief. 

The Governor of the State, the mem- 
bers of the canvassing Board and other 
citizens off the State conmected with 
the promulgation of tac returns, and 
certain persons elected, or claiming to 
lave been elected to the Legislature, 
and to the Governorship, were made 
defendants in one or the ether of these 

The cause of complaint was, that they 
severally apprehended that they would 
be deprived of the office lor which they 
had been candidates.

Had there been 
resistance to the execution of these 
orders, and riot and bloodshed had 
followed, u whom would have fallen 
the responsibility? By whose forbear- 
ance was it that bloody catastrophe has 
not been exhibited as a seandal to the 
land? It sometimes happens that the 
Executive department is _ tolerated, 
excused, or justified in acts of adminis 
tration which exceed their legal power. 
Tite arguments derived trom the terms 
state necessity, public welfare or con 
venience, have here a soothing influence , 
but judiciary action is not entitled to 
any benefit from such arguments. The 
damage which ensues from the employ- 
ment of judiciary power to accomplish 
other than judicial acts of administra- 
tion cannot be calculated, and it is 
impossible to justify a Court in 
determining that to the legal which is 
meicly desirable, or that to be right 
which is only profitable, 

The order in the Kel Case WAS ex 
parte. It was placed in the hands of 
the Marshal, without notice to the par- 
ties. It proceeds for an alleged con- 
tempt by no legal procedure usual in 
matters of the suit, and we are not 
aware of uny imminent danger to the 
public peace. Evea if there had been 
such danger which justifies the seizure 
of the State capitol, in a chancery cause 
ina suit between Kellogg and a can- 
vassing board—a suit  professedly 
brought to perpetuate testimony—- 
The case of Antoine displays with 
more distivetiveness than that of Kel 
logg, the use that has been made of 
Judicial orders to accomplish results «f 
which the judiciary had no cognizanec.

Our latest dispatches from Washing- 
ton city indicate that Judge Bradley, ot 
the United States Supreme Court, is 
disinclined to go to New Orleans, to 
look into the causes that have produced 
the serious disturbances there. The 
Judge is avers. to take such a step un—| 
less specially requested to do so. by 
President Grant. His going to New) 
Orleans at the request of private citi- 
zens, he 1s apprehensive misc indicate 
a want of confidence in Judge Durell, 
and, therefore, he is very reiuctant to 
comply with the wishes of the New Or- 
leans delegation of citizens who are 
now in Washington city, protesting 
against the frauds and falschoods of 
Pinchback and his henchmen, and re- 
questing a legal investigation of the 
origin of the troubles that are now mi 
tating the State of Louisiana, and ex- 
ercising such paralyzing influence on 
every department of trade and com 
merce, and every vital interest of the 
State. It would seem that Judge Brad- 
ley, from mere professional courtesy to 
Durell, is willing to see the people of 
Lowisiana deprived of their rights and 
placed under military law, 

It will be remembered, when the Pres. 

ident issued his military edict, suppor. 
ting Pinchback as the lawful Governor, 
and offering him the aid and assistance 
of the Government of the United States 
to enforce obedience to his orders, At- 
torney General Williams of the Presi- 
dent’s Cabinet, replica’ by telegram to 
the delegation oi New Orleans citizens 
that it was useless for them to visit 
Washington to intercede with the Pre- 
sident, that his mind was made up, and 
that he was determind to support the 
Pinchback Government. [ut  not- 
withstanding the Attorney General's 
telegram, the delegation «did goon to 
Washington, saw the President, laid 
their complaints before him, and 
through their chairman, Judge Camp- 
bell, asked, in the name of the people 
of Louisiana, that Judge Bradley of 
the United States Supreme Court, be 
requested by the President to yo to New 
Orleans, and investigate judicially and 
impartially the diflicultices that had 
sprung up between the two opposing 
State Governments. 

President Grant’s great mistake in 
this matter consists in his first listening 
to the ex parte statements of the Radi- 
cal ring in Louisiana, now usurping the 
offices there against the popular will 
and carrying on affairs generatly with 
high hand. 

It isevident that the President has 
been egregiously imposed upon, and 
has given his countenance and the sup- 
port of the Government, to one of the 
most corrupt and graceless sect of poli- 
tical demagogues and cormorants that 
have ever disgraced any State. 

The Louisiana delegation that visited 
Washington city, if they de not suce 
ceed in their mission, will, it is said, 
issue an address to the people of the 
United States, giving a full statement 
of all the facts of the Louisiana trou- 
bles, with the law on the subject, and 
will also petition Congress for relief 
from the revolutionary measures of the 
Pinchback conspiracy. 

When this address is published, the 
President will see how far ,he has been 
deceived by the falsehoods and cunning 
of the bogus State Government officials 
and the great error he committed in 
r’lying upon ez parte evidence. 


THE SMALL POX IN NORTIS 
CAROLINA. 


This terrible plague made its appear- 
ance in North Carolina several weeks 
since, and although its spread has not 
been rapid, nor its area extended, yet 
the fact that the disease has not been 
entirely extirpated, has caused conside- 
rable apprehension and alarm in sec- 
tions adjacent to the infected regions. 

The first information we had of the 
Small Pox in this State, wes from Nash 
county, in the latter part of September, 
the daughter of Mr. Orren Cobb, of 
Nashville, being the first victim attack- 
ed. Miss Cobb had been on a visit to 
Baltimore, and returned home sick from 
the trip. It was several days before the 
disease nad developed itself sufficientiy 
to enable her physician to pronounce 
with certainty that it was a genuine 
case of Small Pox. She died, and in a 
short time afterwards two ¢@ her younger 
brothers were stricken down with the 
same symptoms. They survived but a 
few days. 

Precautions having been taken to 
prevent the spread of the disease,no new 
cascs were reported for several days at 
Nashville. Ina short time, however, a 
colored woman living on the premises 
of Col, R. B. Griffin was attacked, and 
afterwards Col. Griffin, David W. Wil- 
liams and Mrs. Hiram Edwards. Col. 
Griffin wag the only patient who sur- 
vived. He is now convalescent. We 
have not heard of any new cases at 
Nashville. Sensational reports were 
svon started that the Small Pox had 
broken out at Rocky Mount Sharpsburg 
and other points in the County of Nash 
but they have been proved to be with 
out foundation. 

‘Next we heard of the disease in Har. 


nett Covaty, but have scen no state -/ his high office to decline the urgent but 
ment as to the origin of its develop- 
ment there. We first heard exaggerated 


reports of its extent and fatality. Our 
atest information isto the effect that 


the number oi cascs had reached forty- 
eight and that but few deaths had oc. 
curred. 

We have reliable reports that the 
disease has also broken out in Franklin 
County, but ss yet only three or four 
persons have been attacked in onc 
neighborhood, and every effort is being 
made to prevent it from reaching other 
parts of the County. 

These three Counties, Nash, Harnett 
and Franklin, are the only Countics 
known to be afflicted with the conta- 
gion, though itis highly probable it 
may exist in other localities. 

The object in writing this article is to 
contradict the report we have seen in 
circulation, that Small Pox prevails 
more or jess in nearly every section of 
the State, beeause such a report is cal- 
entated to do much injury many 
quarters, to intercept intercouise and 
injure trade, 

Bat, inmnemuch as the disease un- 
doubtedly prevails in’ the leealities 
mentioned, it 1s impossible to tell to 
what extent it may ultimately spread, 
nor how soon it may reach other sections, 
Tiecrelore we would earnestly urge upon 
all of our citizens the propriety of the 
immediate yaccination of themselves and 
families, as a precautionary measure, 
This step should not be neglected, 
When we are smitten down with the 
Small-Pox it will then be too late to 
deplore our folly in not providing 
against it in time.

No Mone Sea S1cxness.—A Mr. Bes- 
semer, in London, has invented the 
model of a ship saloon in which it will 
be impessible to be sick. Mr. B. has 
constructed a working model of this 
cabin upon his private grounds, and re- 
cently exhibited the same to a party of 
scientific gentlemen. It is to be placed 
in the centre of the vessel in the space 
usually occupied by the engines, these 
being situated fore an aft and driving 
two pairs of paddle wheels.

j beneath it, and so arranged that as the 


vessel rolls to either side, the pressure 
or resistance afforded by the water will 


{ at once be brought into use to check the 


motion. A pair of equilibrium valves, 
worked by a double lever, like the han- 
dle of a bicycle, at which stands a 
steersman, who, with a curved spirit 
level before him, watches the slightest 
indication of rolling in the vessel, lin- 
mediately suppresses the tendency of 
the saloon to follow the motion of the 
ship.

Siory of a Dying Ku Klux, Revelae 
tions of the Minions of the Patere 
nal Government. 

A Washington dispatch to the New 
York feral! states that Robert C. 
Young, a Ku Klux prisoner, who has 
been pardoned by the Presidentvarrived 
in that city irom the Albany pentten 
Gary on Saturday ina dying condition, 
ife was on his way home to Youngs 
ville, Alabama. Ile was interviewed in 
the cloak-room o: the House of Repre- 
sentatives, where he was attempting to 
Seep. The reporter says : 

Hie appeared to sleep in death. 
nee had a leaden, ghastly look, with 
Wrinkles and tigidiy set, as if 
void of sense and motion. My com- 
panton touched him lightly. He raised 
his head slowly and cast a languid look 
toward me. it seemed to me the look 
galvanized corpse, He was dressed 
ina suitot homespun. His faee was 
thin and ashy, with a three weeks’ 
beard upon it: his eyes were sunken in, 
and thin vray hairs strageled down 
upon hts forehead. He was asked 
Whether he was treated kindly in. pris- 
on. He answered: 

“All the officers treated me kindly, 
except one overseer, Who was harsh to 
me, Wheni was too feeble to work I 
hadto remain in my cell, which was 
very cold. I sometimes asked him to 
iet me go to the stove tn the corridor to 
wari myself, but he refused, “Don't 
be hard on an old man,” [ would say, 
but still he wouldn't let me goout. | 
was confined in the same cell with my 
son Ringgold, who is still there. Le 
has to work in the shoe shop from day- 
light till evening; but he has been in 
yood health; never missed a day in the 
shop. If it had not been for him I 
shonld have been dead long before this. 
tle took good care of me.” 

The dying man gave the following 
history of his case : 

“It was all the work of a man named 
Burnes. tHeisa iawyer. He hated me, 
and wanted to haye me put out of the 


way. For this purpose he went to John 
DD. Young, a Ku Klux prisoner, now in 


the Albany Penitentiary, but no rela 
tion of mine, and asked him to turn

whatever had been held. They have 
arbitrarily reduced and increased the 
yotes on one side or the other in differ- 
ent Parishes to suit their purposes. — 

In several Parishes, while returning 
or even adding to the yotes cast for 
their candidates, they simply annihila- 
ted and stricken out entirely the votes 
cast for their opponents. 

In other Parishes they have exactly 
reversed the returns, giving to. their 
candidates the majority which had 
really been returned to their opponents. 
They have not pretended to furnish the 

blic with any statement ©! the basis 
on which they proceeded or the theory 
on which they acted. 

Their whole conduct is without any 
kind of reasonable explantion. ft 

We submit to the people of the Uni- 
ted States that the whole theory of pop- 
ular governments is reversed and over- 
thrown. The means by which such re- 
sults have been reached, are enough 
to startle the popular mind. But the re- 
sults themselves are not less appalling 
as it is from the General officers of the 
State we find the Legislature of the 
State delivered over into the hands of 
men who are utterly unfit for the posi- 
tions of such responsilility. As orig!- 
nally composed at its organization, it 
comprised 68 persons of color, most of 
them totally uneducated, with a very 
small minority of whites. Since that 
time they have expelled members whose 
seats were uncontested. They have un- 
seated members returned elected by 
their own Board and seated their defeat. 
ed opponents, on the simple ground 
that *the former had not appeared to 
claim their seats, 

The result is that originally, bad as 
the Legislature was, it makes itself 
worse day by day, and the prospect Is 
that soon the conservative element of 
the State will have no representation 
whatever. To those who flattered them- 
selves with the hope that Mr. Kellogg 
would not willingly abet any scheme of 
outragous misgovernment, it is now ap- 
parent that even supposing this to be 
true, the power of restraint has passed 
entirely beyond his control, and that 
should he attempt to thwart the 
schemes of this Legislature, his own in- 
peachment would bea probable event 
of the future. In conclusion we would 
state that we have attempted to per- 
form the duties of our mission in the 

urerst and most non-partizan ‘spirit. 

e have not sought to furnish 
capital to any political party or to 
excite popular clamor in_ the 
interests of any faction. We have 
laid our case before the President and 
the Attorney General, and we willingly 
testify that we have been courteously 
received and patiently listened to. 
While they have refused the specific 
measures of relief for which we applied, 
they have given reasons for such refusal! 
ia no manner implying their indisposi- 
tion to sce justice done. They have 
referred us to Congress, and we feel as. 
sured that we shall have the immediate 
sanction of the President, so Jar as we 
invite an impartial investigation of the 
facts of our case, and that we shall 
have his co-operation in apy measure: 
of relief which Congress may adopt 
after such investigation. 

The people of Louisiana, ignoring 
party, and conscious of an honorable 
effort to place in oflice men of tried 
probity, seek justice, not generosity. 
They ask for a calm impartial exantina- 
tion of the recent extraordinary cveuts 
within their borders in order that the 
truth may be known, and that there 
may be a speedy correction of the 
dangerous evils now threatening the 
very life of their State.
